I have  tho  honbur  to  subnit  ny  report  on  the  public 
health  of  the  District  for  I96I. 

As  in  previous  years  the  report  incorporates  that  of  the 
Senior  Public  rlealth  Inspector  (Mr.  Jenkins) and  tho  Waterworks 
Superintendent  (Mr.  Drysdale) . 

In  tho  section  on  Vital  Statistics  the  following  points 

are  of  interest 

(a)  the  high  birth  rate  connared  to  England  & Wales; 

(b)  tho  drop  in  the  -infant  nortality  rato  from  33. S 
in  i960  to  27.9  in  the  current  year; 

and  (c)  the  lower ’death  rate  (9.9  corrected)  in  Doc  ing 
Rural  District  compared  with  that  of  England  & 
Wales  (12.0).' 

The  3^ear  was  what  might  be  termed  a 'measles'  3roar  - 
249  cases  compared  with  32  in  i960.  Since  -compulsory  notification  of 
measles  began  in  1939,  there  wore  more  cases  of  measles  in  tho  first 
nine  months  of  I96I  in  England  & Wales  t!:an  in  any  othor  complete  y^mr 
and  no  fewer  than  143  deaths* 

In  the  report  of  the  Waterworks  Superintendent,  it  is 
interesting  to  note "that  over  95%  of  the  population  of  the  District  arc 
supplied  with  mains  water. 

A new  hazard  to  the  public  health  anbse  in  I96I  and 
was  the  contajaination  of  grass  aiipL  milk  supplies  by  fall-out  from 
atmospheric  nuclear  explosions.  In  tho  Autw.m,  as  a result  of  the  nuclear 
tests  by  the  U.S.S.R.,  emergency- ncasures  were  undertaken  to  provide  an 
alternative  safe  supoly  should  fresh  m.illc  beco-QO  contaminated  to  a 
dangerous  level.  Fortunately  it  was  not  needed. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Com_mittee  for 
their  support  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the 
Local  Health  Office  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

i960. 

The  number  of  live  births  in  the  district  during  I96I  was  322 
while  the  number  of  deaths  was  221,  representing  a natural 
increase  of  101, 

(c)  The  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  is  £148, 843 (at  1.4»6l) 

(d)  The  product  of  a Id  rate  was  £596. 

(e)  Meteorological  Factors:-  the  data,  aquired  by  courtesy  of  the 
R.A.F.West  Raynham,  is  shown  in  the  table  below,  the  figures  in 
brackets  being  the  corresponding  data  for  i960.  It  will  be  seen 
that  there  was  a warmer  February,  March  and  April  than  the 

proceeding  year,  a warmer  Autumn  and  a colder  beginning  to  the 
winter,  but  with  less  rain,

Reference  to  the  table  giving  the  incidence  in  the  past  four  years, 
shows  that  a ’measles'  year  is  usually  followed  by  a quiet  year  due  to  the 
iiimunity  built  up  when  the  disease  is  prevalent.

B.C  .G. Vaccination  is  an  ir.iportant  nethod  of  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  and  gives  a high  degree  of  protection  over  a period  of  5 years, 
at  a tine  when  adolescents,  leaving  school  and  going  into  the  world,  are 
exposed  to  the  greatest  risk  of  infection. 
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POLIOhTELITIS . 

There  were  no  cases  of  polionyelitis  in  I961  in  the  District. 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  canpaign  continued.  In  April  I96I, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  that  a re-inforcing  fourth  dose  should  be 
offered  to  children  when  they  enter  school  (normally  at  the  age  of  5 years) 
and  also  to  children  of  five  and  over  who  had  not  reached  the  age  of  twelve. 
In  all  cases  fourth  doses  should  bo  given  not  earlier  than  one  year  after  the 
third  dose  but  as  soon  as  possibly  thereafter.  Unfortunately,  this  was 
suspended  in  October  duo  to  restricted  supplies  of  Salk  vaccine. 

It  was  also  announced  tha.t  a new  oral  vaccine  was  being  produced 
and  would  be  made  available  in  the  near  future. 

11,216  persons  were  protected  by  3 dnses  in  I96I  conpared  with 
10,926  in  i960  - an  increase  of  29O.

DIPHTHERIA.  WHOOPING  COUGH  and  TETANUS . 

There  was  onlj  one  case  of  Whooping  Cough  in  the  District  in 
1961  compared  with  15  in  19^>0^  There  \/ere  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Tetanus. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  now  combined  usually  with 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the  number  of  injections  a child 
needs  and  is  given  as  a 'Triple  Antigen'  .in  three  doses  at  intervals  of 
one  month.  This  is  best  given  in  early  infancy,  as,  at  this  early  age, 
diseases  contracted  by  the  ba.by  have  a high  mortality  rate.

As  a result  of  both  types  of  grant,  a total  of  G9  houses  were 
Luproved  and  provided  with  modern  amenities.  In  an  effort  to  encourage 
landlords  to  impr  ve  their  h uses,  legislation  was  passed  during  the  year, 
allov/ing  owners  to  charge  12-2-/^  per  annur.i,  instead  of  0%  as  hitherto,  on  the 
actual  cost  to  the  owner  of  improving  his  house  with  the  aid  of  a Grant.

FOOD  HYGISIdS  REGULATIONS: 

The  work  of  malcing  routine  insoections  of  food  premises  was 
continued  throughout  the  year,  and  13C  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose.  A 
number  of  contraventions  of  the  R,egulations  were  found,  and  as  they  were  not 
serious  enough  to  warrant  legal  action  being  taken,  they  wore  dealt  with 
informally  with  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  concerned.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 


In  May,  intimation  was  received  fron  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
fisheries  and  Food,  that  the  Slaughterhouses  Renort,  submitted  in  November, i960, 
had  been  accepted,  and  the  date  by  which  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  were 
to  comply  with  the  new  requirements  regarding  structure,  etc.,  was  fixed  as  the 
1st  July,  1962. 

As  soon  as  this  information  was  received,  all  occupiers  of 
slaughterhouses  in  tho  district  were  informed  of  the  works  necessary’’  at  their 
premises  to  bring  then  up  to  the  required  standard. 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  is  olovon,

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


Routine  neat  inspection  at  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  was 
continued  throughout  the  year.  Owing  to  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  to  be 
visited,  their  wide  distribution  throu  hout  the  area,  and  the  fact  that 
slaughtering  is  carried  out  on  ahmost  every  day  of  tlie  week, 'much  of  the  time  of  the 
staff  of  tho  Health  Dopartnont  is  taken  up  by  this  service. 

Although  the  number  of  bovine  animals  found  to  be  affected  with 
tub  rculosis  is  now  almost  negligible,  there  axjpears  to  bo  no  ’'latorial  decrease 
in  tho  othor  diseases  affecting  anhnals,  and  it  is  essential  that  this  s.rvice  is 
maintained  on  as  high  a level  as  possible  '

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


(a)  LAVATCRL  pail  EliPTYING.  The  work  of  Gnptying  lavatory  pails 
was  continued  throughout  the  year  in  the  following  parishes 
Snettishau,  IbgoldisthorpGj  -^ersinghaLi,  RiigsteacT^  Docking,  Bumhan  Market, 
Bumhar.1  Overy,  South  Croake,  Sedgeford,  Sydorstone,  East  & Nest  Rudlian  and 
Heachan,  where  necessary,  such  as  caravan  sites  and  outlyiig  pronertios.  In 
the  renainder  of  the  district,  householders  t eniselves  were  responsihle  for 
disposing  of  their  nightsoil 

P -'.II'  are-nornally  enptied  once  a week,  but  in  exceptional 
circunstances,  two  enptyiigs  a wook  are  .•iven.  The  work  was  carried  out  without 
serious  iiterruption,  the  non  even  working  during  the  early  houns  of  all  public 
holidays  to  maintain  the  service  to  householders. 

During  the  early  part  of  the'  year,  an  emergency  pail  emptying 
servive  was  put  into  operation  in  Bumhan  Thorpe,  to  assist  householders  whose 
gardens  were  floeded,  thus  making  the  disposal  of  their  pail  closets  impossible. 


("t^)  CESSPOOL  EMPTY II^  . The  service  provided  for  the  emptying 
of  cesspools  was  carried  out  in  all  parishes  in  the  district.  The  0 orvice  allows 
for  4 free  emptyings  a year  to  be  given,  and  any  additional  emptyings  are  charged 
for  at  15/ - a load.  The  work  includes  emptying  o.esspools  at  private  houses, 
Council  houses,  caravan  sites  and  de-sludging  the  sewage  dispa  el  works  at 
Council  houses,  where  such  wbrks  are  provided  . 

The  number  of  emptyings  given  during  the  year  is  shown  bolox^r, 
with  the  figures  for  the  previous  tliree  years;-

From  those  figures  it  will  bo  seen  that  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  emptyings  given  in  I96I  of  67%  over  those  in  1950,  and  this, 
despite  the  fact  that  large-scale  cesspool  emptying  in  Heachan  ha"'-  eased  off 
considerably  by  the  end  of  1950,  when  the  seworage  scheme  was  nearin_j  completion. 

The  sewerage  scheme  now  under  way  in  Burnham  Market,  will  afford 
some  reloef  to  the  aaount  of  cesspoolB  that  haVv)  to  bo  dealt  with,  but  how  much 
this  benefit  will  be  offset  by  the  oes spools  being  provided  for  houses  being 
built  in  parishes  without  sewers,  cannot  be  estimated  at  this  stage. 

The  work  of  cesspool  and  pall  emptying  is  carried  out  by  0 men 
and  4 machines,  one  of  these  vehicles  being  used  for  pail  emptying  onl^r.  The 
disposal  of  cesspool  and  pail  contents  was,  as  in  the  past^  carried  out  in  the 
refuse  tips  in  the  district  ^and  although  this  may  appear  not  to  be  an  ideal 
method  of  disposal,  no  other  method  of  disposal  was  available  to  the  Council. 

The  estimated  annual  cost  of  cesspool  and  lavatory  pail  emptying 
as  allowed  for  in  the  I961/ 62  estimates,  was  £7,6o6,  O.Od. 


(c)  REFUSE  C0L1EC_TI0N.  The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  parishes  of  Heacham,  Snettisham  and  Ringstoad  received 
weekly  collections  and  all  the  other  parishes  having  collections  ap  roxlmately 
every  12  to  13  days.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  reviewed  the  collection 
service  and  decided  to  purchase  an  additional  lorry,  which,  when  put  into  use, 
should  allow  for  a collection  of  approximately  every  10  days  in  those  parishes 
now  getting  a service  every  13  days. 

Caravan  sites  and  beach  properties  in  Heachan  and  Snettisham  were 
given  a weekly  collection  during  the  summer  months. 

4 machines  and  12  men  are  employed  on  this  work  and  another  lorry 
and  2 men  are  engaged  part-tin® ’.on  r.;fuso  collection  and  the  remaind.or  of 
their  time  on  pail  emptying 

TIlg  disposal' of  refuse  v;as,  as  usual,  by  crude  tipping  in  the 
13  refuse  pits  in  the  listrict.  The  pit  at  ^orsingham.  is  also  used  by 
Freebridgo  Lynn  R.D.C.  and  that  at  Thornhan  b^'-  Hunstanton  U.D.C. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection,  as  allowed  for  in  the  196]/62 
estimates  , was  £12,050.  0,  Od. 

(d)  SALVAGE . The  refuse  collectors  wore  able  to  carry  out  a 
■limited  aiaount  of  salvage  work,  the  materials  recovered  being  metal,  rags,  and 
bones.  For  some  tiiao  , there  has  been  no  demand  for  paper  and  cardboard  and  again, 
no  attempt  to  collect  it  was  made 

The  material  salvaged  was  sold  by  the  Council,  and  half  its  value 
was  paid  to  the  refuse  collectors  concerned.  The  total  value  of  the  material 
collected  during  the  year  was  £91.11#4d<. 
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SEIJERAGE 


TliG  pressing  need  for  sewerage  in  Gone  of  the  larger  parishes  in  the 
district  has  long  been  recognised  by  the  Council  as  a public  health  requirenent 
that  should  be  fulfilled  as  soon  as  reasonably  practicable,  ancltho  Council's 
policy  in  doing  all  they  could  to  provide  for  this  need  was  tal<:on  one  stop 
further  when  the  work  of  providing  sowerago  in  fumheua  liarkot  was  started  during 
the  year.  In  addition  to  this  major  undertaking,  a prelininary  sowerago  survey 
was  put  in  hand  by  the  staff  of  the  County  Pu'ilic  health  fopartnent,  in  the  ^ 
parishes  of  t'ersinghan,  Ingoldisthorpe  and  Snettichan. 

This  year  can,  I think  justifiably  be  said  to  be  one  of  considerable 
progress  as  for  as  sewerage  is  concerned. 

In  Snottishao,  a section  of  the  old  sower  in  the  Market  Place  had  to 
be  replaced  and  the  routine  maintenance  of  sex/er  ditches  work  was  carried  put 
in  SnettishaT-i  and  Rudhau. 

PUBLIC  COWENIBNCSS. 

The  no\-i  public  convenience  near  Holnc  beach  was  opened  during  the 
year,  bringing  the  total  of  conveniences  owned  by  the  Council  to  5. 

The  policy  of  providing  free  use  of  the  VJ.Cs.  in  the  toilets  was 
continued  and  they  did  not  appear  to  suffer  any  nore  abuse  with  free  access,  than 
they  did  when  the  public  had  to  pay  to  use  then. 

Part  of  the  drainage  systen  at  the  convonionces  at  Hoachaia  South 
Beach  was  found  to  be  damaged.  a;id.  had  to  be  ronovred 

CARAVAN  SITES  MD  CONTROL  OF  DEVELORMrlT  ACT  ^ i960. 

The  work  of  issuing  licences  for  caravan  sites  and  of  visiting  sites 
and  discussing  with  the  site  operators  conditions  subject  to  which  the  licences 
were  issued,  was  continued  throughout  tho  year. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  licences  had  been  issued  in  respect  of  27 
caravan  sites,  containing  anything  from  5 to  300  caravans  and  31  licences  had 

been  issued  for  individual  caravans.  Some  of  the  licensees  of  the  larger  sites 

had  na.de  a start  on  conplyirxg  with  the.  conditions  attached  to  tboir  licences, 
but  no  substantial  amount  of  work  was  done  on  any  site,  as  nost  of  the 
conpliance  dates  were  fixed  in  the  followin.g  year, 

A survey  of  the  number  of  caravans  and  tents  in  the  district  was 

carried  out  during  August  Bank  Holiday  week,  xdiich  showe.d  that  there  were  1,624 

holiday  caravans,?  1 permanent  residential  carav.ans  and  221  tents  in  use.  The 
total  of  1,713  caravans  shows  an  increase  of  521  over  the  total  for  I960.

(a)  PUBLIC  SUPPIZ.  In  collaboration  with  the  Water  Department,  s.amplos 
of  the  public  supply  wore  taken  for  bacteriological  exar.iination  and  details  of 
these  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  ITatorworks  Sue  e r intend  on  t. 

(b)  PRIVATE  SUPPLIES.  As  the  Council’s  public  supply  pg  available 
to  almost  all  pronerties  in  the  district,  tliore  are  .not  many  private  wells  now 
in  use.  6 sanules  of  water  were  t.alcen  from  one  private  source  of  supply  which  was 
found  to  be  polluted  and  the  owner  of  the  house  was  advised  to  discontinue  using 
the  well  and  have  the  properties  connected  to  ta-.e  peOxlic  supply  and  negotiations 
for  this  were  under  considLcrati.  n at  the  end  of  the  year, 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year, 412  notifications  were  received  of  premises 
infested  with  rats  or  mice,  Tne  correspondLing  fi-gurx.  for  I960  was  327  and  in  1959 
353  notifications  wore  received. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  all  the  notifications  received  the  rodent 
operator  also  gave  regular  treatment  to  the  Council's  13  refuse  tips. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

Seven  investigations  wore  made  in  connocti'. n with  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  ajid  one  disinfection  of  premises  was  carried  out.

The  issuing  of  licenses  for  cTesigncated  nillr  is  now  dealt  with  by 
the  County  Council.  Tho  Council’s  area  is  a specified  area,  which  nijons  that  only 
the  specially  designated  milks,  i.o.  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested  and 
Sterilised  Milk  nay  bo  Soldi 

The  handling  and  distribution  of  milk  is  still  under  the  control  of 
the  Council,  but  no  infringeroont  of  the  Regulations  had  to  bo  dealt  with.
